B efore leaving. Mrs. S p en cer te sti­ 
fied sh e left written in stru ctio n s how 
to take care of the m ech anical e q u ip ­ 
m ent, also an inventory of 
all 
the 
iu in ish in g s. 
Several 
cabinets, 
which 
w e ie locked, w ere not to be used, and 
only Mr. Chapin w as given the privi­ 
lege to freq uent 
the att ic 
and 
the 
room above the garage. 
In

further 
description 
of

house, the plaintiff stated that every 
sin g le curtain rod bad been rem oved 
from the w'ails, china bad been broken 
and two lock ed -cab in ets broken into. 
* W hen I asked Mr. Chapin how all 
this happened, he said ‘we ought to 
get togeth er and su e Mrs. Sh ore.’ 
I 
answ ered, ‘W hat good would that do 
nu??’ Mis. Chapin felt badly about tho 
w h o le thing and su ggested they get 
a ter the sub-tenant,” 
Mrs. 
S p en cer 
testified. 
"Do you know w hether Mr. Chapin 
got in touch with Mrs. S h o re? ” T h o m ­ 
as Boss, counsel for Chapin asked. 
"Yes, he said he intended to get in 
touch 
with 
her,” Mrs. Sp encer 
sponded. 
Several 
hours 
w ere consu m ed as 
Mrs. 
S p en cer testified to a detailed 
list or inventory of the damaged a rti­ 
cles of furniture, d ish es ami antiques, 
which she alleg es she discovered on 
her return I rom Europe. 
"Mr. Chapin 
admitted 
the

w as in l>ad shape and that it was dis- 
t Teasing. He said: ‘ll I were iii your 
sh o es Bd be so mad I coul dn ’t sle ep ,’ 
Mrs. S p en cer testified. 
She also testified that a sh e s w re 
dum ped in the vegetable garden and 
that a hedge, the cu ttin g 
of 
w hich 
w as stipu lated in the lease, had been 
left to grow tw o or three feet high in 
e x cess. To baul aw ay rubbish, shoes, 
ch ild ren ’s toys and temovt ashes, she 
expended tile sum of $36. 
Mrs. Spencer, in further testimony, 
said that she w ent a w a y with 5Va tons 
ol coal in the cellar and that Chapin 
paid for two and on e-h alf tons.

T h e program was in co n fo rm ­ 
ance with the recen t Federal ruling 
which will perm it the use of Federal 
funds to check soil m ovem ent. G over­ 
nor T in g ley wasted no tim e in apply­ 
ing for $400,000 for this work. 
T he w orst affected area is in the
